It was opposed by the John- 


son administration and the bill's 
sponsors, both Democrats and 
Republicans.

'I was disappointed in the

What People 
Are Doing

NEW YORK (AP)—Some of 


the mystery of what people are 
doing with their tax cut bonanza 
is lifted by government figures 
on personal debts. 


A lot of them have used the 


increase in their take-home pay 
to lighten the load of their 
charge accounts and single pay- 
ment loans. Others apparently 
have used some of the tax wind- 
fall to make larger than usual 
repayments on various types of 
instalment credit other than for 
autos. 


But another sizable group has

Johnson's 
Health Not 
Slowing Him

The White House said John- 


son's latest 
electrocardiograph 


examination—a test of his heart 
function—showed a normal find- 
ing. 
The same is true of his 


pulse, 
blood 
pressure 
and 


breathing rate. 


Furthermore, there is "no en- 


largement of the heart," the 
White House said. It was the 
first technical word on John- 
son's health since Dec. 4, short- 
ly after he took office. 


None of Johnson's own doc- 


tors—and he has them in vari- 
ous parts of the country as well 
as the White House—were avail- 
able for interviews on the sub- 
ject. 


But one doctor outside the 


White House—who has nothing 


do with President Johnson's 


case—told a reporter the infor- 
mation given out by the White 
House, together with the obvi- 
ous fact that Johnson has been 
eading a fast work pace, add 
up to this, in his opinion: 


"The fact that he has been 


able to maintain the pace gives 
reassurance that his coronary 
attack of 1955 was well-healed." 


The doctor said the medical 


details given out by the White 
House could be interpreted this 
way: 


1. "Normal" EKG: Means 


that 
the 
electrical-conducting 


system that makes the heart 
work was not damaged perma- 
nently by Johnson's coronary 
thrombosis in 1955. 


2. "Normal" pulse: 
Means 


that Johnson's heart is respond- 
ing well to its work-load—that 
is, it's not going too fast, or to 
slow. 


3. "No enlargement of the 


heart": Means for one thing 
that the area of heart muscle 
damaged when a clot blocked 
Johnson's coronary artery dur- 
ing the 1955 attack has healed 
well. It also means that unaf- 
fected muscle in the heart has 
been able to carry the heart's 
work-load without becoming en- 
larged.

April and May. 


Steel production has leveled

Steel's spring boom could 
make any summer doldrums 
harder to bear. 


Auto production will continue 


strong, as dealers build up in- 
ventories prior to the wage 
talks due in early summer, and 
to the model changeovers which 
may come early this time and 
be more noticeable than a year 
ago. 


Retail trade is flourishing in 


May as Americans deck them- 
selves out for spring and sum- 
mer and refurnish their homes. 
But any big pickup traceable to 
more take-home pay from the 
federal tax cut has yet to show. 
Many retailers are reported 
counting on only a modest pick- 
up from this source at best. 
They expect to beat year-ago 
figures, but chiefly because of 
population changes and other 
factors under way before the 
tax cut. 


Construction spending hit a 


peak in March and held level 
in April. Good weather in May 
should keep it high. But the new 
confidence that business is pro 
claiming in announcing future 
expansion plans probably won't 
hit the brick and mortar stage 
before autumn or later.

Methodist Church, after spirited 
debate, has adopted a sweeping 
policy on civil rights designed to 
persuade Methodists to abolish 
racial 
segregation 
in 
their 


churches and in communities in 
general. 


Delegates 
to a worldwide 


General Conference of the Meth- 
odist Church approved the pol- 
Jcy by a show of hands Monday 
'night. 


The policy is embodied in a 


report by the Committee on 
Christian Social Concerns. It is 
now church policy but is not 
church law. 


This means that the policy 


cannot be enforced by such 
measures as expulsion or cen- 
sure. 


Some of the highlights of the 


^policy are: 


!—Pastors and church officials 


are to open their churches to 
persons of all races, 
j—Methodist bodies, organiza- 
tions and individual Methodists 
are to use their influence to se- 
cure fair employment practices 
and non-segregated services in 
the corporations in which they 
hold investments. 


—Equal rights should be pro- 


•vided for voting, law enforce- 
ment, education, employment, 
housing, and public accommoda- 
tions. 


—Elimination of racial segre- 


gation, including de facto segre- 
gation, in all public and Meth- 
odist schools.
